secretary of agriculture 
in 
a state­ 
ment issued Monday. “Unless the af­ 
fection can be immediately localized 
| and quickly eradicated, it threatens 
I untold losses among live stock. 
“So contagious is the disease that 
ii past outbreaks, 
where 
but one 
• animal in the herd was infected, the 
ei.tire herd in almost all cases later 
'contracted the sickness. 
While the 
mortality is not high, the effects of 
the disease even on animals that re­ 
cover are such 
as 
to 
make them 
practically useless. 
They lose flesh 
rapidly; in the case of cows the milk 
dries up or is made dangerous for 
human consumption; in the case of 
breeding animals, the animal once in­ 
fected becomes valueless 
for breed 
ing, as it may continue to be a cor 
slant carrier of contagion.
